1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed 5/28/2009. 

2. The amendment to claim 1 is acknowledged and accepted.

3. Applicant's remarks/amendment, filed 5/28/2009, has been fully considered and 
as a result claims 1-9, are now indicated allowable. 

Reason for Allowance 

4. Applicant's remarks, see page 4-5, filed 05/28/2009, with respect to claims 1-9, 
have been fully considered and upon further review and consideration, claims 1-9 
allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, considered alone or in combination, neither teaches nor renders 
obvious a codec circuit having a programmable digital band pass filter, for matching the 
filter characteristics of the codec circuit to a transmitted Pulse Code Modulation (PCM) 
signal, comprising: a signal identification device configured to identify a type of 
modulation and transmission speed of a PCM signal transmitted within the codec circuit 
to determine the transmitted PCM signal originates from a terminal or from a telephone 
and configured to set filter coefficients for the at least one programmable digital high- 
pass filter and the at least one programmable digital low-pass filter based on the 
identified type of modulation and transmission speed of the transmitted PCM signal to 
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vary a band pass filter characteristic for the programmable digital band pass filter to 
match the determined origin of the transmitted PCM signal. 
Such limitations as recited in the independent claim 1 is neither anticipated nor 
rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

Claims 2-9, are allowed by virtue of their dependency to claim highlighted above.
